Milk Is Important 


All Urged to Keep Milk 


Vessels Clean and 


Sanitary 


Milk and milk products have long 


been recognized as nature's most per- 
fect food for all forms of animal life, 
but unfortunataely there are 
some 


forms of life that are harmful to man. 
These harmful germs and bacteria find 
milk just as good for food as do other 
forms that are beneficial to man, 01 
ns man himself, nnd so the keeping o£ 
these harmful forms of life from get- 
ting into the milk and thereby ruin- 
ing its usefulness is the greatest prob- 
lem that man has in handling this 
most useful food, states W. H. Wood- 
ley, University of Arkansas College 
of Agriculture, Extension Sennas. 


There are two simple conditions that 


nre necessary In keeping milk pro. 


kducts nure and Wholesome. These 


with regard to cleanliness will keep 
the milk from being contaminated by 
any conditions that will lessen its 
value as a food. Coolness will con- 
trol the growth of any bacteria which 
may get in and impair inequality. 
Bacteria grow and multiply best when 
the milk is warm and cannot develop 
KO rapidly when the milk is cool. 


Tho principal sources of contamina- 


tion are as follows: the vessels used 
in handling the milk; the dust parti- 
cles floating in the air or which may 
drop into the milk during some part 
of the handling process; dirt particles 
which may drop from the hands of the 
milker. One of the most frequent 
means of contamination may come 
from some of the vessels. If one of 
these containers ha sa rust spot or a 
-rack, no matter how small, and this 
becmes filled with hardened milk, 
washing or cleaning is of little use. 
A hole as small as a pin point mny be 
a constant source of contamination as 
long as this vessel is used. 


Using a hotled bucket will lessen 


contamination from falling dust par- 
ticles while milking. Milking With

Since -bacterial growth is favored 


by the milk being warm, it is; very1 
important tba tmilk be cooled as 
quickly as possible after being drawn 
from the cow, and kept in a cool place 
thereafter. While it is true that the 
germicidul quality of the milk may 
retard bacterial growth for a short 
time, yet it is necessary that within 
the time this quality is doing its bit 
the milk be brought to a temperature 
that will continue to keep it pure 
and good. A very low temperature is 
not necessary. Cooling to 50 degrees 
Farenheit or below has been found 
to give splendid results and almost 
every Arkansas farm has a means of 
cooling that will be helpful. A con- 
crete milk cooler built in connection 
with the farm well or pump will be 
an easy an defficient way of furnish- 
ing this coolness, and with the neces- 
«ary caution as to cleanliness in car- 
ing for the milk, every farm should be 
able to furnish milk products for the 
home that are sweet, cool, and appe- 
tizing, and also to market tho balance 
of these products in such a way tha' 
they will bring the highest marke 
price.

Vacinate Against 


Chicken Pox Now 


Is Among Dreaded Poul- 


try Diseases of Th's 


Section 


Chicken pox is a common poultry 


disease in Arkansas. Often this dis- 
ease is not fatal to the birds affect- 
ed, but it usually throws them out of 
production for several months. As 
'this comes at a time when eggs usu- 
ally bring a good price, it is an ex- 
pensive disease, states G. W. Knox, 
University of Arkansas College of 
Agriculture, Extension Service. 


Chicken pox or sore head can easily 


be detected as the affected birds have 
*ores on the comb, face and wattles 
In fact, all of the unfeathered parts 
of the bird's body are attacked. This 
starts as small whitish blisters which 
later become dry, hard, and dark 
color. 
. 
Roup usually follows chicken pox 


due to the fact that pox lowers the 
resistance of affected birds to such 
extent that they are easily attacked 
by the roup producing organism, mak 
ing this a serious disease. A ne\ 
method of vaccination has been de 
veloped which controls this disease 
Young stock are vaccinated when the; 
arc three to four months old. This i 
done by pulling a few feathers, thre 
to five, on the front of the leg jus 
above the hock and applying the vac- 
cine to come in contact with till 
bird's face, comb, or wattles. If this 
happens the birds are likely to break
